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By  the  Grand  Secretary 

The  two  special  contributions  appearing  in  this  number, 
one  an  article  written  by  C.  S.  Becker,  Indiana  Alpha;  the 
other  a  copy  of  the  annual  report  of  the  same  Chapter,  show 

that  by  adhering  to  a  rigid  business  policy,  onr 
^  'mid- Western  brothers  have  been  markedly  suc-

cessful  in  the  conduct  of  their  house.  These 
contributions  also  suggest  a  few  rules  which  we  would  em- 
phasize as  follows:  First,  is  that  relating  to  house  dues, 
viz.,  board,  room  rent,  social  activities,  rushing,  etc.,  which, 
we  maintain,  should  be  paid  by  the  tenth  of  the  month  in 
advance.  That  the  occupants  shall  either  comply  with  this 
rule  or  move  out  of  the  house,  should  not  indicate  any  lack 
of  fraternal  spirit  on  the  part  of  those  enforcing  it.  Speak- 
ing from  a  purely  personal  viewpoint,  we  rather  assume 
that  the  bond  would  thereby  be  strengthened,  for  If  there 
is  one  thing  more  than  another  which  tends  to  estrange  men, 
it  is  an  undischarged  financial  obligation. 

Another  thing  to  be  considered  is  that,  with  the  house  in 
good  financial  condition,  there  shall  be  no  need  for  any 
brother  to  perform  menial  service  while  residing  there.  Not 
that  the  Fraternity  objects  to  any  kind  of  work,  so  long  as 
it  is  of  an  honorable  character;  but  only  because  the  kind 
of  work  referred  to  in  this  case  must,  from  the  distinction 
it  raises  among  brothers,  cause  some  one  of  them  to  suffer 
a  sense  of  humiliation.  But,  like  other  objectionable  features, 
this  one  may  be  removed  by  the  election  of  a  comptroller, 
preferably  a  man  of  recognized  character  and  ability,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  see  that  the  house  is  conducted  on  a  sound 
financial  basis. 

Lastly  is  the  part  that  the  Alumni  would  play  in  the  af- 
fairs of  the  Chapter.  After  conferring  with  the  aotive  mem- 
bers of  a  Chapter,  they  might  recommend   those  whose  ac- 
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quaintance  they  have  made  it  a  point  to  cultivate.  By  per- 
forming this  service,  the  Alumni,  instead  of  depriving  the 
actives  of  what  some  of  them  may  consider  their  sole  right, 
will,  on  the  other  hand,  help  to  relieve  them  of  a  respon- 
sibility that  must,  at  times,  interfere  with  their  work  as 
students.  All  told,  we  believe  the  idea  a  thoroughly  practical 
one,  and  in  support  of  it,  we  would  suggest  that  you.  read 
again  the  article  contributed  by  Brother  Becker,  and  to  ex- 
amine more  closely  the  figures  contained  in  the  report  from 
Indiana  Alpha. 

HOUSE  MANAGEMENT. 

Since  my  election  to  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon,  I  have  received  many  letters  from  various  Chapters 
in  regard  to  the  financing  and  building  of  Chapter  houses. 
The  reason  for  these  inquiries,  I  think,  is  due  to  several 
talks  made  at  our  National  Conclave  held  in  Indianapolis  last 
year. 

The  varied  conditions  under  which  the  different  Chapters 
are  working  make  it  almost  impossible  to  give  all  the  neces- 
sary details  so  valuable  to  successful  operation.  I  am  in 
hopes,  however,  that  the  following  information  will  be  of 
some  benefit  to  at  least  a  few  of  our  organizations.  The 
general  principles  are  what  I  am  trying  to  outline;  the  details 
can  be  worked  out  by  your  Alumni  Association. 

I  am  going  to  ask  the  Indianapolis  Alumni  Association 
why  is  Indiana  Alpha  so  successful,  and  then  try  and  answer 
the  question. 

When  the  fire  destroyed  our  rented  Chapter  house  in  1916 
five  men  in  Indianapolis  were  confronted  with  a  problem. 
What  were  we  to  do?  The  Fraternity  was  hopelessly  in  debt 
and  could  not  continue  to  exist  under  those  conditions.  The 
matter  finally  sifted  itself  down  to  the  Alumni  assuming  the 
burden  or  allowing  the  Chapter  to  lose  its  charter  and  pass 
out,  as  the  saying  goes. 

Of  the  five  Alumni  who  were  to  undertake  the  project 
three  of  them  were  in  business  positions  where  their  time 
was  their  own.  They  did  not  want  to  waste  any  of  it  in 
trying  to  help  run  a  Fraternity — that  is,  supplying  the  money 
— and  then  waiting  until  called  upon  to  make  the  next  do- 
nation in  later  years  to  save  the  Fraternity  again.  The  only 
thing  to  do  was  take  over  the  proposition  in  its  entirety  and 
apply  common  sense  business  methods. 
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The  additional  reason  for  building  the  Chapter  house  was 
the  pride  that  these  five  Alumni  would  have  in  saying  that 
they  belonged  to  S.  P.  E.  and  the  pointing  out  of  the  suc- 
cessful career  of  Indiana  Alpha.  Rather  a  selfish  motive,  but 
it  happens  to  be  the  truth  in  addition  to  a  touch  of  human 
nature. 

The  policy  was  to  build  a  property  by  getting  contributions 
from  our  Alumni  and  then  forever  hold  our  peace  as  to  any 
further  help  from  them.  The  organization,  we  felt,  must 
stand  on  its  own  legs,  and  our  duty  was  to  see  that  it  did. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  we  outlined  a  definite  financial 
policy  to  be  used  in  the  construction  of  the  house.  The 
main  point  in  connection  with  this  was  that  our  mortgage 
would  not  exceed  the  actual  bank  balance  at  the  time  of  the 
letting  of  the  contract.  This  gave  us  a  fifty  per  cent,  equity 
in  the  property  and.  assured  us  not  only  of  a  reasonable  in- 
terest rate,  but  enabled  us  to  build  the  property,  thereby 
assuring  one  hundred  cents  on  the  dollar  invested. 

We  had  surety  AlumnL 

After  numerous  circulars  were  sent  out,  we  finally  raised 
113,000  and  built  the  house,  which  cost  us  $25,000.  In 
building  we  kept  constantly  in  mind  the  fact  that  the  house 
must  produce  a  maximum  revenue. 

With  this  part  of  the  hard  work  at  our  backs,  the  ques- 
tion arose,  how  shall  we  follow  out  our  policy  of  making  the 
business  stand  on  its  own  legs?  Rent  it  to  the  boys?  Cer- 
tainly not.  We  paid  $1,100  per  year  when  we  were  in  school, 
and  finally  after  eleven  years  of  operation  by  ourselves  we 
were  just  $1,400  in  debt.    Why  repeat  the  performance? 

We  decided  that  the  only  way  out  of  the  situation  was 
to  take  it  over  and  operate  from  Indianapolis.  The  loose 
manner  in  which  affairs  had  been  handled  in  the  past  clearly 
demonstrated  that  if  we  did  not  operate,  the  local  Chapter 
ourselves  we  would  soon  have  a  white  elephant  on  our  hands. 

How  was  it  to  be  accomplished? 

A  treasurer,  or  comptroller,  as  we  call  him,  is  elected  by 
the  Alumni  Association  to  represent  them  in  all  financial 
matters  of  the  local  Chapter.  Three  simple  rules  will  take 
care  of  him.  1.  He  cannot  extend  the  credit  of  the  Fraternity 
to  any  member  or  person.  2.  He  must  stay  within  certain 
limits  for  food  and  help.  3.  All  income  and  extraordinary 
expenditures  are  not  within  his  jurisdiction. 
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Another  rigid  rule  enforced  was  that  all  assessments  must 
be  paid  on  or  before  the  10th  of  each  month.  This  pay-rent- 
or-move  policy  has  been  such  a  success  that  not  one  penny 
has  been  lost  since  1916  (and  no  one  has  moved).  The  comp- 
troller's part  in  the  matter  is  simple.  He  doesn't  care  whether 
the  man  pays  or  not.  We  do.  Our  comptroller  is  bonded  with 
the  Hartford  Insurance  Company  and  must  either  notify  us 
of  the  delinquent  or  must  meet  the  payment  himself.  His 
being  bonded  also  insures  us  of  an  accurate  carbon  copy  of 
his  books  every  month.  This  year  over  $17,000  gross  income 
will  pass  through  his  hands,  while  the  money  he  disburses 
for  food  alone  will  amount  to  $7,700.  You  will  agree  with 
us  when  we  say  that  he  needs  to  be  checked  every  month. 

If  it  is  found  that,  due  to  increasing  food  prices,  he  cannot 
stay  within  his  allowance,  the  remedy  is  simple — raise  the 
board  to  fit  the  new  limit.  The  board  is  never  raised  in  a 
Fraternity  governing  itself  until  it  is  so  head  over  heels  in 
debt  that  it  will  take  several  years  to  remove  the  deficit. 

Now  let  us  look  back  and  see  what  we  have:  First,  a  beau- 
tiful house.  Second,  the  power  of  raising  the  board  to  suit 
conditions,  and  to  allow  for  depreciation,  maintenance  and 
the  like;  and,  third,  we  are  certain  of  collecting  all  money 
due.     How  can  we  fail  if  all  these  things  are  true? 

Yes,  it  could  still  be  possible,  as  you  men  in  school  well 
know  how  many  times  your  Fraternity  returns  to  school 
with  about  half  a  crew  aboard.  What  do  you  think  would 
happen  to  us  with  a  fixed  charge  of  $612  per  month  in  ad- 
dition to  the  operating  charges  of  the  local  Chapter?  We 
have  to  keep  our  factory  running  to  full  capacity.  How  was 
it  done? 

Indianapolis,  according  to  the  registrar's  book,  sends  more 
students  to  Purdue  University  than  any  other  city,  and  for 
this  reason  we  have  concentrated  our  efforts  here. 

The  man  you  take  into  your  Fraternity  from  a  small  town 
is  of  very  little  use  whatever  in  getting  new  members  the 
following  years  of  his  school  life,  because  he  does  not  have 
the  chance.  His  small  town  doesn't  send  over  one  or  two 
men  in  three  or  four  years. 

The  man  from  Indianapolis  can  be  productive,  as  usually 
the  high  school  classes  following  him  will  send  a  number 
of  men.     Even  this  man's  production,  after  being  out  of  high 
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school  a  year,  drops  consMerably.  Our  organization  here 
makes  a  man  productive  whether  he  wants  to  be  or  not,  and 
by  having  several  meetings  during  the  summer  we  have  re- 
versed the  saying  of,  "How  many  men  will  we  have  back?" 
to  "Where  are  we  going  to  put  them  all?" 

At  the  time  of  the  conclave  most  of  the  delegates  saw  the 
club  rooms  that  are  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  Alumni  and 
active  members.  In  addition,  guest  cards  are  issued  by  the 
Athenaeum,  and  the  boys  in  school  during  the  summer  months 
have  full  privileges  of  the  largest  club  in  Indianapolis.  When 
a  member  graduates  and  locates  in  the  city,  he  is  expected  to 
Join  the  parent  club,  thereby  making  the  arrangement  bene- 
ficial to  all  parties  concerned.  Why  was  this  done?  For  the 
pleasure  of  the  boys?  No.  The  principal  object  was  the  as- 
surance of  a  full  working  crew  before  school  opens  each  year, 
and  the  pleasure,  of  course,  follows: 

Now  then  the  cycle  is  complete.  Compare  this  with  any 
manufacturing  concern.  We  are  assured  of  a  full  supply  of 
raw  material,  and  we  fix  the  selling  price  to  fit  the  cost  of 
production.     How  can  we  fail? 

» 

When  we  first  started  on  the  above  commercial  policy  we 
were  told  by  many  that  we  would  ruin  the  Fraternity  and 
destroy  its  spirit.  Making  a  man  pay  his  debts  if  he  doesn't 
want  to  will  promote  fraternal  spirit  to  a  point  beyond  your 
fondest  hopes.     Try  it  and  you  will  be  convinced. 

Now  in  conclusion,  what  have  we  done? 

First:  We  have  one  of  the  strongest  financial  Fraternities 
in  this  section  of  the  country,  one  whose  policy  is  well  de- 
fined for  the  next  fifteen  or  twenty  years. 

Second:  We  have  more  fraternal  spirit  and  student  activi- 
ties than  we  ever  had,  and  in  addition  we  teach  the  young 
man  in  school  (something,  by  the  way,  that  is  lacking  in  a 
college  education)  that  he  must  pay  his  debts. 

We  feel  that  too  great  a  percentage  of  the  large  properties 
operated  today  are  in  such  financial  straits  that  they  will  be 
a  burden  to  their  Alumni  Associations  for  the  balance  of 
their  days.  We  have  made  no  effort  to  collect  any  additional 
subscriptions  from  our  Alumni  since  the  day  our  house  was 
finished.  In  fact,  we  have  discouraged  any  subscriptions  that 
have  been  offered,  because  we  feel  that  the  Fraternity  is 
stronger  financially  than  most  of  its  members.

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Statement. 

You  will  note  from  the  above  statement  that  in  addition 
to  the  setting  aside  of  1 2,0 00  in  securities  we  have  increased 
the  value  of  our  property  to  the  extent  of  1 1,7 11.80. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  on  July  27  th,  it  was  decided 
that  the  voluntary  association  act  under  which  we  are  incor- 
porated is  inadequate,  because  upon  the  death  of  a  member 
holding  stock  in  the  association  the  stock  reverts  to  the 
Fraternity.  We  find  that  this  plan  is  a  poor  one,  as  after 
a  time  the  title  to  the  property  will  be  loosely  held.  We 
also  felt  the  injustice  of  this  method  upon  the  death  of 
Brother  Henry,  and  have  remitted  the  face  value  of  the  stock 
be  owned  to  his  widow. 

We  also  decided  to  close  the  books  of  the  Fraternity  and 
not  to  take  any  further  subscriptions  for  stock,  as  we  feel  the 
Fraternity  can  stand  on  its  own  legs,  and  the  men  who  are 
in  school  enjoying  its  privileges  must  pay  for  its  perpetuation. 

We  wish  to  state  that  the  monthly  assessment  of  $42.50, 
which  includes  board,  room.  Fraternity  dues.  Grand  Chapter 
dues  and  social  functions  is  not  excessive,  because  other  Fra- 
ternities operating  similar  properties  in  Lafayette  have  dues 
from  $10.00  to  $15.00  per  month  higher. 

The  average  cost  per  man  per  day  for  food  and  help  was 
.7878.  For  the  first  two  months  before  the  steward  was  put 
on  a  commission  basis,  the  cost  was  .879 — a  difference  which 
would  have  amounted  to  $1,043.28  for  the  school  year. 

A  close  inspection  of  prices  paid  for  food  this  year  showed 
us  that  from  10  per  cent,  to  15  per  cent,  can  be  saved  by 
buying  staples  and  canned  goods  in  quantity.  For  this  reason 
we  installed  a  concrete  storage  room  at  a  cost  of  $791.00, 
which,  we  believe,  will  save  us  at  least  $300.00  per  year. 

The  local  boys  have  been  busy  this  summer  getting  new 
members,  and  to  date  thirty-seven  men  will  be  in  the  house 
at  the  opening  of  school.

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AS  WE  SEE  IT.

"Dancing  a  Jig  in  leaves  filled  witli  molasses,  eating  worms 
and  wrestling  with  temptation  are  some  of  the  topics  over 
which  West  Orange,  N.  J.,  giggled  at  the  breakfast  table 
this  morning.  There  was  one  notable  exception 
COMEDY  where  there  were  no  giggles.  That  was  at  the 
home  of  Howard  T.  Applegate,  twenty-four,  who 
recently  had  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery  tacked 
on  to  his  name  by  the  New  York  Dental  College." 

The  above,  clipped  from  a  daily  paper,  leads  to  the  story 
of  how  Dr.  Applegate  sprang  into  notoriety  as  the  victim  of 
a  Fraternity  initiation  in  which,  it  is  alleged,  he  had  been 
tarred  and  feathered,  beaten  and  otherwise  "cruelly  bruised 
and  .assaulted."  As  a  result  nine  members  of  Beta  Sigma 
Fraternity,  a  local  organization,  were  summoned  to  court  on 
warrants  charging  them  with  assault  and  battery.  It  was  the 
testimony  of  these  defendants  that  afPorded  the  residents  of 
West  Orange  with  the  tertiary  form  of  humor;  as,  categori- 
cally speaking,  humor  enjoys  four  outward  stages  of  expres- 
sion, viz.,  a  smile,  a  grin,  a  giggle  and  a  laugh.  The  audi- 
tors in  this  case,  then,  reached  almost  the  limit  of  mirth. 
But  over  what?  The  physical  discomfort  and  outraged  mod- 
esty of  one  whom  they  had  chosen  as  fit  to  become  a  member 
of  their  body. 

The  psychology  of  humor  is  indeed  perplexing.  As  witness 
of  the  fact,  the  normal  mind  will  shrink  from  the  vision  of 
a  fractured  skull;  yet  there  are  those  who  will  laugh  when 
told  that  some  one's  "bean"  has  been  "cracked."  So  much 
for  the  association  of  ideas! 

Had  an  explorer  suffered  at  the  hands  of  some  Jungle  tribe 
the  same  treatment  as  was  accorded  the  Beta  Sigma  initiate, 
the  matter  would  perhaps  have  entailed  international  com- 
plications. 

Suspecting  that  some  one  may  declare  the  two  cases  inala- 
gous,  we  would  assert  that  neither  was  the  conduct  of  the 
Beta  Sigmas  consistent  with  the  best  traditions  of  Greek-letter 
fratemalism,  which  should  tend,  above  other  things,  to  a  dig- 
nified poise — not  to  public  scandal  and  court-room  hilarity. 
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Differing  from  the  above  case  is  that  of  Robert  T.  Meads, 
of  Dartmouth  College,  on  trial  for  the  killing  of  Henry  E. 
Maroney,   a   fellow-student.      Without  going   into   details,    it 

may  briefly  be  stated  that  the  murder — for  such 
TRAGEDY     the  evidence  proves  it  to  have  been — followed  a 

quarrel  over  some  whiskey  which.  Meads  claims, 
Maroney  stole  from  him  and  carried  to  the  latter's  room  in 
the  Theta  Delta  Fraternity  house,  where  the  tragedy  was 
enacted. 

Leaving  all  criminal  phases  to  be  weighed  by  the  courts 
of  Justice,  we  will  venture  to  say  that  this  case  reveals  a 
flaring  offense  against  the  canons  of  society  and  the  character 
of  Greek-letter  Fraternities;  for  not  only  did  these  men  vio- 
late the  statutes  covering  firearms  and  liquors,  but  their 
transgressions  are  shown  to  have  occurred  in  the  very  place 
which  they  should  have  striven  to  keep  sacred. 

Is  it  not  reasonable,  then,  that  we  should  insist  upon  a 
close  scrutiny  of  the  character  and  antecedents  of  those  rec- 
ommended for  membership  into  a  Greek-letter  Fraternity? 
This  admonition  is  intended  to  be  general  in  its  scope,  because 
dereliction  on  the  part  of  a  sister  organization  furnishes  our 
common  enemies  with  the  chance  to  assail  the  entire  Hellenic 
group. 

Whether   one   may   favor   or   oppose   equal   suffrage   is   in- 
considerable when  he  debates  the  matter  of  converting  a  Fra- 
ternity house  into  a  temporary  political  headquarters,  some- 
thing which  the  suffragists  of  Wesleyan  Univer- 
GOING  sity,  at  Delaware,  Ohio,  have  done  with  the  view 

TOO  FAR  of  picketing  in  case  Vermont  fails  to  ratify  the 
Susan  B.  Anthony  amendment  to  the  Constitu- 
tion. In  short,  Greek-letter  fraternalism,  meant,  above  other 
things,  to  avoid  dealing  with  current  issues,  is  here  led  into 
a  campaign  that  may  prove  bitterly  personal  in  its  intensity. 
So  we  must  interpret  the  action  of  the  suffragists  as  another 
abuse  of  the  true  Fraternity  spirit.  Woeful  is  the  effect  of 
zeal  misdirected! 

Naturally  offensive,  the  calamity-howler  grows  even  more 
so  when  he  seeks  to  recall  his  gloomy  forecasts.  But  there 
are  times,  however,  when  even  the  optimistic  ones  seem  to 

be  so  placed  in  such  an  unhappy  attitude. 
A  REFLECTION     This  chances  to  be  so  with  the  writer,  who 

lays  no  claim  to  forensic  powers.  Personal 
experience  and  observation — often  viewed  in  the  light  of  his- 
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tory — have  been  his  only  guides;  and  whatever  he  has  at- 
tempted to  predict  regarding  post-bellum  conditions  now  seem 
to  be  fulfilled. 

No  one  can  doubt  that  there  is  world-wide  financial  un- 
rest; that  civil  disturbances  are  growing  dally  on  the  Euro- 
pean continent;  that  labor  questions,  especially  with  reference 
to  the  wage-scale,  are  drawing  sharp  lines  in  this  country; 
while  the  Orient,  torn  by  inter-racial  creeds,  appears  to  be 
fomenting  trouble  for  the  Western  World. 

Wherefore,  we  are  led  again  to  emphasize  the  value  of  a 
college  career,  for  the  day  seems  near  at  hand,  when,  by 
virtue  of  his  training,  the  alumnus  will  be  called  upon  to 
grapple  with  these  world-problems. 

If  you  have  ever  looked  through  an  old  album,  you  must 
have  noticed  in  its  pictures,  set  off  by  fashions  of  other  days, 
a  pathos  quite  as  tender  as  that  of  the  dried  leaves  mashed 

between  yellow  pages.  What  stories  these  ob- 
THid  PASS-  Jects  suggest!  What  visions  they  seem  to  con- 
ING  YEARS     jure! 

Because  their  appeal  is  general,  we  believe 
that  you  will  appreciate  the  emotion  with  which  we  lately  pe- 
rused an  old  copy  of  a  Fraternity  magazine.  The  date  of  its 
issue  was  December,  1889.  Nearly  thirty-one  years  ago!  Not  a 
very  long  time  in  point  of  years,  but  notable  with  respect  to 
the  growth  and  development  of  Fraternity  literature;  for  if 
there  was  one  thing  more  than  another  which  caught  our  at- 
tention it  was  the  absence  of  a  set  editorial  policy  or  motive. 

Beyond  a  few  miscellaneous  references,  or  notes,  the  edi- 
torial columns  contained  not  one  item  but  would  have  been 
better  classified  under  what  is  commonly  known  as  the  "per- 
sonal and  brief  heads."  Note  the  difference  between  this  and 
the  same  magazines  of  today.  Then  mark  the  influence  which 
the  latter  seems  destined  to  wield  in  the  affairs  of  our  nation. 
The  comparison  is  ominous. 

As  honor  is  one  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  our  or- 
ganization, we  feel  that  it  is  yet  timely  to  make  some  comment 

on  last  season's  baseball  scandal,  in  which  eight 

THE 

players,  known  to  every  follower  of  the  game, 

WMJDMJMU  were  summoned  as  the  chief  defendants.     For 

sums  ranging  from  one  to  ten  thousand  dollars, 
it  was  charged,  these  men  had  agreed  to  forfeit  the  world's 
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championship,  and  to  sacrifice  the  confidence  reposed  in  them 
by  an  admiring  public.  And  that  they  actually  did  "throw" 
a  majori'iy  of  the  games  one  of  their  number  was  at  last 
driven. to  confess.  His  excuse,  as  given,  was  the  thought  of 
his  family  and  a  mortgage  which  he  wished  to  lift  from  their 
home. 

Now,  let  us  consider  his  offense  by  weighing  the  motive  for 
it.  By  paying  to  the  holder  of  the  realty  notes  a  portion 
of  the  money  acquired  through  treason,  this  man,  instead  of 
showing  a  proper  regard  for  his  wife  and  children,  has  placed 
a  stigma  upon  their  name  and  cast  a  blight  upon  their  future 
happiness.  That  is  what  he  has  done  for  those  who,  he 
declares,  inspired  his  treachery. 

For  the  game  itself — that  most  exciting  of  athletic  con- 
tests— the  one  that  lifted  him  from  obscurity  to  a  hi^h  place 
in  the  rank  of  sports — he  has  no  doubt  laid  a  snare.  Who 
can  say  that  it  may  not  fall  into  the  same  disrepute  as  horse 
racii^g  and  boxing,  pastimes  which  enjoyed  universal  popu? 
larity,  until  it  was  shown  that  fraud  had  begun  to  figure  in 
their  results?  If  such  shall  be  the  fate  of  the  great  national 
game,  what  then  shall  be  the  status  of  those  who  follow  it 
as  a  vocation?  Will  not  they  be  looked  upon  with  the  same 
skepticism  as  that  accorded  the  "honest"  gambler,  or  become 
the  objects  of  such  remarks  as  "Birds  of  a  feather  flock  to- 
gether?" 

Nor  undeservedly  so;  for  while  the  conduct  of  these  ball- 
players may  not  have  entailed  any  tragic  consequences,  they 
must,  nevertheless,  be  placed  in  the  same  category  as  Juda6 
Iscariot;  the  Roman,  Brutus;  Benedict  Arnold  and  the  late 
Bolo  Pasha.  With  such  names  as  these,  the  actors  in  the 
Rosenthal  case  become  honored  by  comparison.  Gun-men, 
self-admitted  rascals  though  they  were,  each  one  of  them  dis- 
dained the  role  of  "squealer."  No;  their  lips  were  sealed; 
and  though  silence  did  not  win  them  any  plaudits,  State's 
evidence  would  have  added  to  their  shame. 

Unhappy  pictures,  these!  That  is  why  we  select  them. 
Character  is  not  bom  in  the  Sunday-school  lecture  room,  nor 
out  on  the  public  playground.  It  is  only  in  the  dark  corners 
of  the  world,  where  Temptation,  like  some  hungry  monster, 
waits,  and  the  earth  beneath  one's  feet  seems  turned  to  quick- 
sand. It  is  there  where  man  is  put  to  the  test.  God  pity 
him  who  "throws"  the  game! 
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News  that  one  of  our  universities  has  allowed  a  certain 
architect  to  build  a  campus-home,  in  which  he  will  "reside 

while  pursuing  a  special  course  of  training, 
SPEOIAIi  leads  us  to  question  the  wisdom  of  such  a  prlTl- 
PRIVII4EGES  lege  and  the  effect  that  it  may  have  upon  the 

social  order  of  the  institution. 

For  the  builder  of  the  house,  we  have  only  admiration, 
and  we  concede  that  he  has  the  right  to  do  with  his  money 
as  he  sees  fit.  We  do  feel,  however,  that  the  University  has 
erred  in  a  matter  of  Judgment;  and  although  its  action  may 
be  backed  by  similar  cases,  it  is  still  apparent  that,  to  main- 
tain the  democratic  spirit  of  our  land,  there  should  be  an 
uniform  system  of  living  in  its  colleges.  Nor  does  this  opinion 
invite  an  attack  against  Fraternity  houses.  These  are  gen- 
eral in  their  motive,  and  are  built  chiefly  with  the  view  of 
fostering  a  deeper  spirit  of  brotherhood  among  its  inmates. 

But  with  the  privately  owned  house,  the  matter  becomes 
entirely  different.  Here  an  impression  of  aloofness,  if  not 
actual  social  isolation,  is  created  between  the  occupant  and 
his  fellow  students.     Therefore,  we  oppose  it. 

In  a  late  issue  of  Banta's  there  appeared  the  following: 
"There  is  too  much  'You  know  me,  Al'  in  many  Chapter  let- 
ters.    It  doesn't  interest  the  Fraternity  at  large 
OF  UKE         to  read  that  'Pokey  Smith  is  a  great  fusser,' 
OPINION  Indeed,  if  Brother  Smith  is  to  be  mentioned  he 

should  not  be  caled  "Pokey"  or  "Fat"  or  "Bot- 
tles" or  whatever  other  sobriquet  fancy  or  accident  has  in- 
flicted upon  him.  There  is  too  much  cross-road  correspond- 
ence stuff  in  much  of  the  Chapter  letter  material  sent  in." 

We  have  voiced  the  same  complaint,  and  we  are  going  to 
keep  on  hammering  until  the  nail  is  driven  deep.  It  is  not 
an  affected  sense  of  propriety,  either,  that  leads  us  to  do  so. 
It  is  purely  a  matter  of  common-sense.  If  this  be  not  so, 
then  explain  to  us  why  "Bumpy"  Smith  is  not  entitled  to 
his  Christian  name  of  "John."  Moreover,  the  habit  leads 
to  confusion,  for  the  Smith  clan  is  a  numerous  one,  and  the 
reader  becomes  at  a  loss  to  know  which  of  its  members  is 
distinguished  by  a  physical  blemish. 

A  nick-name  seems  as  natural  to  youth  as  rheumatism  is  to 
old  age.  Tet  they  must  be  treated  differently.  In  print,  at 
least,  a  man  should  be  given  the  benefit  of  his  Christian  name.

An  imaginative  reporter 
from  a  down-town  paper  learned  of  Servais'  illness  and  con- 
eocted  therefrom  a  touching  story  of  the  devotion  or  Frater- 
nity brothers,  which  succeeded  in  keeping  a  man  alive,  though 
all  twelve  of  his  cranial  nerves  were  paralyzed,  simply  by 
t&lking  to  him.  Brother  Servais  has  since  been  restored  to 
health,  and  this  legend  amuses  him  as  much  as  the  rest  of  us.

Because  all  Chapters,  as  well  as  individuals,  have  not  read- 
ily responded  with  the  information  requested  of  them,  the 
Directory  War  Records,  so  long  heralded,  will  not  be  ready 
for  distribution  before  March  1st.

It  is  quite  apparent  that  some  of  the  Chapters,  which  pub- 
lish a  house  organ  from  time  to  -time  chiefly  to  interest  the 
Alumni,  have  overlooked  sending  copies  to  each  member  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  to  the  District  Deputy  in  the  dis- 
trict, and  to  each  of  the  sister  Chapters.  This  means  a  small 
extra  expense  to  the  Chapter  getting  out  the  periodical,  but 
think  of  the  publicity  for  the  Chapter  and  the  general  good 
for  the  whole  Fraternity.

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EXPANSION 
DomUd  English 

In  the  March,  1920,  issue  of  the  Journal  there  appeared 
an  editorial  on  the  subject  of  "Expansion"  from  which  any 
reader  could  draw  the  conclusion  that  we  have  allowed  this 
important  Fraternity  question  to  become  a  question  on  which 
the  stand  of  any  Chapter  depends  primarily  on. its  geographi- 
cal location.  The  purpose  of  this  article,  in  which  it  is 
assumed  that  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  will  continue  to  add  to  her 
Chapter  roll,  is  to  present  the  general  aspects  of  the  problem 
in  such  a  way  that  the  Chapters  may  all  meet  on  common 
grounds. 

Three  questions  occur  whenever  a  petition  is  received: 

1.  What  is  the  standing  of  the  institution  in  which  the 
petitioning  local  is  organized? 

2.  What  is  the  strength  of  the  local? 

3.  What  will  be  the  effect  of  granting  the  charter: 

(a)  On  the  Chapters  in  the  district? 

(b)  On  the  Fraternity  as  a  whole? 

The  answers  given  to  these  questions  by  the  several  Chap- 
ters will,  of  course,  differ,  but  if  these  are  the  questions  that 
are  kept  in  mind  when  a  Chapter  is  taking  action  on  a  pe- 
tition, it  will  hardly  be  possible  to  state  that  its  action  on  a 
petition  has  been  the  result  of  its  geographical  location. 

Few,  if  any,  of  our  present  Chapters  would  vote  to  estab- 
lish a  Chapter  in  every  institution  which  may  be  called  a 
college  or  a  university.  That  this  is  true  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  there  are  many  kinds  of  institutions  of  higher  learning, 
and  that  there  are  several  grades  of  each  kind.  As  each 
Chapter  will  measure  the  grade  to  which  any  institution  be- 
longs in  terms  of  the  college  in  which  it  is  located,  and  as 
a  report  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Education  shows  that 
we  now  have  Chapters  in  institutions  of  several  grades,  !t 
follows  that  any  institution  may  be  ranked  higher  by  some 
Chapters  than  by  others.  It  is  possible,  however,  that  all 
Chapters,  after  an  exchange  of  views  and  a  study  of  all  the 
information  available,  would  rank  an  institution  as  belonging 
to  the  first  class.  The  institution  would  then  be  worthy  of  a 
charter.  It  might  also  be  worthy  even  if  it  was  not  given 
the  highest  ranking,  for  the  final  action  of  any  Chapter  must 
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be  based  on  a  careful  weighing  of  its  answers  to  all  the  ques- 
tions and  not  on  its  answer  to  this  question  only.  In  a 
recent  Chapter  discussion  of  a  petition  tlie  very  favorable 
reports  on  the  high  standing  of  the  institution  were  empha- 
sized by  several  of  the  active  members  who  had  sought  Fac- 
ulty opinion  on  the  question,  and  it  was  pointed  out  that 
this  fact  must  be  looked  upon  as  an  effect  to  less  favorable 
answers  to  some  of  the  other  questions. 

What  is  the  strength  of  the  local?  At  most  institutions 
it  requires  several  years  for  a  local  to  establish  itself  finan- 
cially and  to  put  itself  in  a  position  to  really  compete  with 
existing  locals  and  with  Chapters  of  National  Fraternities 
already  chartered.  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  recently  received  a 
petition  from  a  local  organized  less  than  six  months,  of  which 
three  were  included  in  the  summer  vacation,  and  yet  oppo- 
sition to  the  granting  of  such  a  petition  is  considered  un- 
founded ! 

It  is  usually  easy  to  learn  about  the  financial  position  of 
an  existing  local  from  informed  sources.  It  is  more  dififtcult, 
but  not  impossible,  to  discover  tlie  success  wihch  a  local  has 
had  in  getting  representative  men.  The  activities  of  all  the 
petitioners  are  set  out  in  detail  in  the  petition,  which  should 
include  a  similar  statement  about  each  alumnus  who  has 
signified  his  intention  to  continue  his  affiliation  if  the  pe- 
tition should  be  granted,  but  a  careful  study  of  such  state- 
ments should  be  only  the  beginning  of  the  investigation  of 
the  standing  of  the  local.  Visits  by  active  members  from 
near-by  Chapters  and  by  Alumni  will  bring  out  both  the  strong 
and  weak  points.  Thoughtful  and  frequent  discussion  of  the 
conditions  found  will  make  it  possible  to  arrive  at  a  sound 
concluaion.  We  seem  to  be  always  in  a  hurry  to  add  another 
Chapter,  and  the  Chapters  are  expected  to  act  on  the  basis 
of  general  letters  of  recommendation  which  really  have  little 
value.  Confidential  reports  should  be  sent  out.  Surely  there 
is  complete  justification  for  taking  all  the  time  necessary  to 
reach  a  conclusion,  as  our  growth  depends  upon  our  ability 
to  make  our  existing  Chapters  a  little  stronger  each  year 
rather  than  upon  the  granting  of  a  charter  to  any  local. 

The  interest  of  even  a  small  group  of  Alumni  is  a  source 
of  strength  to  any  Chapter,  but  an  Alumni  organization  can 
only  be  built  up  slowly,  which  is  another  reason  why  most 
locals   should   not   be  given   charters   shortly   after  their   or- 
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ganization.  Occasionally  a  local  is  established  by  the  efforts 
of  an  organization  of  Alumni  of  other  Chapters,  and  in  such 
cases  a  charter  may  be  granted,  if  other  conditions  are  favor- 
able, sooner  than  is  usually  possible,  as  such  Alumni  interest 
will  insure  the  support  which  must  ordinarily  be  asked  from 
the  Alumni  body  of  the  petitioning  organization. 

Any  Chapter  ought  to  be  made  stronger  by  being  asso- 
ciated with  other  Chapters.  At  present  some  of* our'  Chap- 
ters are  isolated,  and  ad  effort  should  be  made  to  remedy 
this  situation.  It  must  not  be  forgotten,  however,  that  the 
granting  of  a  charter  to  a  weak  local  or  to  a  local  situated 
in  a  third. or  fourth  grade  institution  may  weaken  and  not 
strengthen  the  surrounding  Chapters,  and  that  it  may  prevent 
the  subsequent  establishment  of  a  Chapter  in  an  institution 
of  the  first  grade. 

It  has  been  said  that  a  Chapter  sometimes  opposes  the 
granting  df  a  charter  to  a  local  in  a  more  important  insti- 
tution in  the  same  State  because  the  students  at  the  latter 
institution  may  not  have  a  good  opinion  of  the  institution 
in  which  a  Chapter  has  been  already  established.  Difficulties 
of  this  kind  are  avoided  if  great  care  is  taken  to  investigate 
the  standing  of  the  institution  in  which  the  petitioning  local 
is  established  as  students  in  the  best  colleges  or  universities 
can  never  feel  that  the  prestige  of  their  Chapter  is  affected 
by  the  granting  of  a  charter  in  any  other  first-class  institution. 
No  Fraternity  wants  to  put  any  obstacle  in  its  way  which 
will  make  difficult  the  granting  of  a  charter  in  any  first  grade 
institution.  It  is  also  true  that  a  Chapter  may  oppose  the 
granting  of  a  charter  to  a  local  situated  in  an  institution 
which  is  not  in  as  high  a  grade  as  its  own,  and  that  such 
action  is  at  times  unwise,  but  it  can  hardly  be  claimed  that 
this  is  ever  as  serious  as  opposition  to  a  petition  based  on 
the  superiority  of  the  institution  from  which  the  petition  is 
received. 

Substantial  agreement  in  the  answers  to  the  three  ques- 
tions, with  which  this  discussion  has  been  concerned,  would 
not  always  result  in  all  Chapters  taking  the  same  action,  nor 
would  considerable  disagreement  make  it  impossible  for  all 
Chapters  to  reach  the  same  conclusion.  Mutual  understand- 
ing and  a  common  basis  for  the  interchange  of  views  on.  the 
question  of  expansion  would  be  established,  however,  and  a 
feeling  of  national  solidarity  i^ould  result.

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TWELFTH   INTERPRATERNITY    CONFERENCE. 

WiUiam  li.  PhlUips 

With  forty-six  Fraternities  represented,  the  twelfth  Inter- 
fraternity  Conference  met  as  usual  at  the  University  Club, 
New  York  City.  Delegates  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  were:  Grand 
Secretary,  W.  L.  Phillips;  W.  H.  Mayer,  Secretary  of  the  New 
York  City  Alumni,  and  L.  A.  Merryman,  of  District  of  Co- 
lumbia Alpha. 

Many  interesting  reports  were  read  by  committees  that  had 
given  their  work  careful  attention.  Several  universities  were 
represented  by  their  presidents  or  deans,  and  much  was 
gained  by  the  delegates  from  their  talks. 

The  last  two  Conferences  have  been  conducted  differently 
from  the  first  ten  when  subjects  were  introduced,  or  brought 
before  the  delegates,  by  a  report  of  a  committee  that  had 
given  some  study  to  questions,  which  the  delegates  were  then 
given  an  opportunity  to  discuss.  On  account  of  the  increase 
of  the  subjects  and  the  amount  of  data  secured  by  commit- 
tees, little  or  no  discussion  was  given  to  any  one  report. 

The  Conference  listened  to  very  interesting  papers  on 
Social  Hygiene;  Conditions  at  Stanford  University;  Fraternity 
Jewelry;  Fraternity  House  Business  Management;  Theta  Nu 
Epsilon;   Student  Self-Government;  and  R.  O.  T.  C. 

Among  the  important  points  brought  out  by  the  Conference 
were: 

That  in  some  institutions  Chapters  of  Jewish  Fraternities 
are  not  admitted  into  Interfraternity  Councils. 

That  some  Fraternities  represented  in  the  Conference  still 
persist  in  maintaining  Sub-Rosa  Chapters. 

That  only  a  few  so-called  Fraternity  Jewelers  manufacture 
the  badges  they  sell. 

That  Fraternity  Conventions  interfere  with  college  work 
unless  held  during  the  summer  or  Christmas  holidays. 

That  there  will  be  legislative  action  against  Fraternities 
in  Texas  and  Wisconsin  is  very  probable. 
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Fraternity    Secretaries 

On  the  evening  before  the  Conference  the  Secretaries  held 
a  meeting  at  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta  Club,  which  was  ably 
taken  care  of  by  Mr.  Philip  E.  Lyon,  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta. 
£iTery  person  present  was  heard,  and  the  minutes  of  the  meet- 
ing were  read  the  n^xt  day  at  the  Conference  and  made  a 
part  of  the  minutes  of  that  body.  As  this  was  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  Secretaries,  most  of  the  evening  was  spent  in  get- 
ting acquainted  and  weighing  the  significance  of  the  meeting. 

The  Secretaries'  Conferences  are  to  be  subject  to  that  of 
the  Interfraternity  Conference,  and  will  no  doubt  be  of  much 
benefit,  affording  an  opportunity  to  discuss  the  personal  ex- 
periences of  traveling  Secretaries  with  the  Chapter. 


The  Editors*  Dinner 

On  Saturday  night  following  the  Conference,  the  Editors 
had  their  regular  "get-together"  dinner  at  the  Salamagundi 
Club.  The  table  was  presided  over  by  F.  F.  Rogers,  Delta 
Tau  Efelta,  who  has  performed  this  honor  for  many  years. 

The  topic  most  earnestly  discussed  was  that  dealing  with 
the  Alumni's  interest  in  the  Fraternity  publications.  Con- 
siderable debate  was  aroused  by  the  mention  of  two  plans 
now  in  operation.  One  is  Delta  Tau  Delta's  arbitrary  as- 
sessment of  every  alumnus.  This  one  gives  the  alumnus  a 
voting  power  in  his  Chapter,  and  keeps  him  supplied  with 
the  Quarterly. 

The  other  is  that  adopted  by  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,  whose 
Alumni  are  all  members  of  the  Alumni  Chapter,  and  their 
Chapter's  representation  in  the  National  organization  is  for- 
feited if  the  Alumni  become  delinquent  in  their  dues.

When  the  average  person  grqws  heated  on  the  subject  of 
"freedom,"  you  may  set  it  down  to  one  of  two  things.    Either 
he   is   pondering  some  deed   which   the   law   forbids,   or   de- 
bating     some     act      which      his      con- 
FKKKDOM  AND  science    condemns.      So,    dangling    be- 

THE  SORE-HEADS     tween  hypocrisy  and  crime,  he  sets  up 

a  wail  about  "freedom." 

It  is  much  like  the  "bokie,"  who,  driven  from  his  post  at 
the  race-track,  declares  that  the  laws  are  unjust.  Unjust 
indeed!  And  yet  we  have  heard  something  of  like  note  from 
the  young  lady  whose  conduct  had  earned  her  reproach.  In 
this  case  no  censure  was  dealt  the  laws,  either  civil  or  moral. 
Nevertheless,  a  wrong  was  imagined,  and  blame  was  laid 
on  the  town.     It  was  "hopelessly  narrow-minded!" 

Thus  it  is  not  so  much  a  matter  of  what  constitutes  "free- 
dom" as  to  how  one  may  make  the  term  suit  his  ends.  The 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  as  witness,  provides  for 
certain  freedom,  but  it  is  not  the  kind  that  will  operate 
against  the  Constitution.  Yet  every  day,  in  the  cellars  a^d 
garrets  of  our  larger  cities,  there  are  groups  of  wild-eyed 
expatriates,  who,  in  the  dialects  of  Nortl^ern  Europe,  complain 
of  their  bridled  "rights."  "Rights"  to  do  what?  Surely 
they  uttered  the  very  same  words  in  the  lands  from  which 
they  were  driven.     Then  why  repeat  them  here? 

Is  it  because  they  have  reached  a  sudden  conviction  re- 
garding themselves,  and  that  they  would  escape  from  the 
bonds  of  their  own  gross  natures?  Hardly.  They  are  simply 
fretting  to  do  more  mischief,  planning  to  ruin  a  land  whose 
emblem  was  not  built  of  gold,  and  then  left  open  to  pirate 
lust. 

So  that  is  the  answer  which,  in  turn,  begets  a  question, 
and  the  one  before  asks  how  we  shall  deal  with  these  forces 
of  evil.  Replying,  we  would  have  you  bear  in  mind  that 
what  we  once  said  of  the  college  man's  part  in  rebuilding 
the  world  is  equally  true  of  the  Fraternity  man's  share  in 
refining  society.  By  instinct  a  gentleman,  he  has  naturally 
been  selected  as  one  worthy  to  fulfill  certain  pledges;  and 
these  make  for  religious  cognizance,  an  obedience  to  the  law, 
and  a  protection  to  the  community.  Against  such  a  man, 
the  vile  clamorers  for  license  have  small  show  of  gain. 
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As  the  subject  of  "rushiag"  is  ever  uppermost  in  the 
minds  of  Fraternity  men,  the  Journal  has  concluded  to  ex- 
press itself  after  the  lead  given  by  the  Reveille,  of  Louisiana 

State  College,  and  quoted  in  the  Rainbow  of 
••RUSHING"     Delta  Tau  Delta. 

The  article  in  question  deals  mainly  with 
the  time  for  "rushing"  and  the  fitness  of  the  rushee  as  meas- 
ured by  his  scholastic  standing.  Touching  the  first  clause, 
our  contemporary  holds  that,  to  limit  the  "rushing"  season 
to  a  brief  period  at  the  opening  of  the  session,  would  seem, 
at  first  glance,  to  produce  a  distracting  effect;  but  second 
thought  will  convince  one  that  an  early  disposition  of  the 
subject  would  enable  the  student  to  settle  down  the  more 
readily  to  his  work  in  the  class-room. 

This,  to  our  mind,  is  a  very  sound  argument.  But  when 
it  comes  to  the  matter  of  accepting  one's  scholastic  record 
as  a  prerequisite  to  his  membership  in  a  Greek-letter  Fra- 
ternity, we  feel  constrained  to  take  issue.  Although  one's 
intellectual  attainments  will  be  appreciated  here,  as  else- 
where, yet  to  accept  them  as  a  sole  determining  factor  of  his 
worthiness  to  share  in  the  sacred  pledges  of  a  Greek-letter 
Fraternity,  would  seem  to  put  an  entirely  new  construction 
upon  the  aims  of  such  societies,  and  to  debar  from  their  cir- 
cles the  thousands,  who,  failing  to  achieve  academic  laurels, 
are  none  the  less  likely  to  win  honored  places  in  the  world 
of  affairs. 

So  admitting  one's  class  record  to  be  a  desirable,  though 
not  imperative,  factor  in  his  candidacy,  we  would  yet  insist 
that  the  quality  which  most  commends  itself  to  our  minds  is 
that  of  loyalty.  Not  the  kind  that  shapes  itself  in  noisy 
demonstrations  for  the  time  being,  but  the  loyalty  that, 
strengthening  with  the  years,  becomes  all  but  a  religion  in 
the  end. 

If  there  be  any  way  of  recognizing '  such  a  trait,  then  let 
us,  by  all  means,  cultivate  those  who  possess  it;  and  the  time 
to  do  this,  we  feel,  should  be  as  early  as  possible  in  the  col- 
lege session.

We  have  a  wide-awake  Alumni  Association  in  Little  Fock, 
in  which  S.  W.  Rogers,  Arkansas  Alpha,  is  president,  and  C.

These  bonds  are  issued  for  a  term  of  years  at  6  per 
cent,  interest.  With  the  money  derived  from  the  selling  of 
these  bond^  the  indebtedness  of  the  Chapter  house  is  being 
met,  and  a  certain  number  of  bonds  retired  each  year.  This 
can  be  done  very  easily,  as  the  active  Chapter  has  no  expense 
of  furniture  or  rent,  and  what  would  have  been  expended  in 
rent  each  month  is  used  in  retiring  these  bonds.

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LIEUTENANT  W.  D.  CONEY 

As  this  issue  goes  to  press,  W.  D.  Coney,  Georgia  Alpha, 
whose  picture  is  published  herewith,'  has  Just  died  from  in- 
juries sustained  on  March  25,  when  the  aeroplane  in  which 
he  was  attemping  a  trans-continental  flight,^  collapsed 
near  Crowfield,  Louisiana.  Brother  Coney  was  seeking  to 
establish  a  speed  record  by  flying  from  California  to  Florida, 
a  distance  of  2,000  miles,  in  21   hours  time. 

Brother  Coney  was  born  in  Atlanta.  Georgia,  in  1893.  He 
was  a  graduate  of  Georgia  School  of  Technology,  where,  on 
February  1,  1913,  he  was  initiated  into  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon. 
In  May,  1917,  he  entered  the  flrst  officers'  training  camp  at 
Fort  McPherson,  and  on  July  10  was  transferred  to  the 
aviation  ground  school  at  Georgia  "Tech.*'  He  trained  at 
Essington,  Pennsylvania,  and  later  at  Kelley  Field,  San  An- 
tonio, Texas,  whence  he  graduated  in  January,  1918,  re- 
ceiving a  commission  as  second  lieutenant  in  the  United  States 
Air  Service. 

In  October  of  the  same  year  Brother  Coney  was  ordered 
overseas,  but  owing  to  the  armistice  this  order  was  revoked, 
and  he  took  an  assignment  as  flying-instructor  at  Carlstrom 
Field,  Arcadia,  Florida.  On  May  15,  1919,  he  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  information  section,  ofilce  of  the  Chief  of  Air 
Service,  Washington,  D.  C.  Shortly  afterwards  he  was  sent 
to  Mather  Field,  Sacramento,  California,  where  he  enlisted 
with  *he  9l8t  Aero  Squadron,  then  patrolling  the  Mexican 
border. 

With  such  a  record  to  his  credit  it  is  easy  to  appreciate 
the  interest  that  was  aroused  by  Brother  Coney's  venture 
and  the  sorrow  that  is  now  felt  over  his  untimely  end.

HERE  AND  THERE 
By  Ellison  Harvey 

In  his  annual  report,  Mr.  Lowell,  presitlent  of  Harvard 
University,  noted  that  the  general  regard  for  academic  ex- 
cellence  was   not   a   complimentary   one.      Referring   to   this 

statement.  Dr.  Goodnow,  president  of  John 
A  COMMERCIAL  Hopkins  University,  declared  that  the  man 
ASSET  with  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  stood  no 

better  chance  of  procuring  a  Job  than  the 
man  without  one,  adding  that  there  was  no  reason,  either, 
why  he  should  have  a  better  chance. 

As  a  means  of  obtaining  a  position,  the  college  degree,  we 
admit,  is  of  little  or  no  value.  The  very  word  "business," 
for  instance,  comprehends  almost  every  source  from  which 
one  may  earn  a  livelihood  and  some  few  amass  fortunes.  In 
it  there  are  no  established  rules,  for  as  the  natures  of  busi- 
nesses differ,  80  must  the  methods  of  their  operation;  and 
the  facts  gleaned  from  one  line  are  set  at  naught  by  ex- 
perience in  another. 

Again,  the  business  sphere,  like  that  of  the  professional, 
has  its  varied  nomenclature  or  technique,  and  to  master  any 
of  these  one  must  come  in  contact  with  their  details.  Whether 
he  shall  then  prosper  is  a  question  of  circumstances.  Some 
persons  like  to  condense  these  under  the  name  of  "oppor- 
tunity"; but  if  there  ever  was  a  man  who  could  recognize 
this  fateful  visitor,  he  would  have  opened  the  door  to  world- 
conquest. 

But  other  things  being  equal,  we  do  feel  that  the  degree- 
man  would  be  the  more  favorably  considered  of  two  appli- 
cants, if  for  no  other  reason  than  the  mental  discipline  which 
his  prospective  employer  must  know  that  he  has  had. 

Also  because  of  this,  the  degree-man,  if  given  a  chance, 
might  prove  better  equipped  to  meet  the  perplexities  that 
await  him.  Hence  his  advantage.  Not  in  the  initial  period 
of  affairs,  but  in  the  advanced  stages  of  business,  where, 
likely  enough,  there  may  be  a  crisis  every  day.  So  we  must 
differ  with  the  eminent  gentlemen;  for,  to  our  mind,  the  man 
with  a  degree  has  a  pronouncedly  better  show  than  the  man 
without  one.  In  any  case,  the  degree  itself  can  work  no 
harm,  though  the  lack  of  one  has  often  proved  a  disad- 
vantage. 
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The  reformer  is  usually  a  weak  builder.  Perfervidly  zeal- 
ous, he  often  lays  one  block  too  many  in  his  plans.  Then  the 
structure   begins   to   topple,   and   with   its  collapse,   we   have 

what  is  known  as  the  "reaction,"  a  season 
THE  SAFETY  more  £:iyen  to  excesses  than  any  that  may 
ZONE  have   preceded   it. 

Knowing  these  things,  perhaps.  Dean  Roy 
C.  Flickinger,  of  Northwestern  University,  has  lifted  the  ban 
against  ultra-modern  dancing.  Even  the  "shimmy,"  it  is 
rumored,  will  be  allowed  to  a  "reasonable  extent"  at  North- 
western's  sophomore  party.  In  explaining  his  action,  the  dean 
said  that  the  University  authorities  were  moved  solely  by  a 
desire  to  get  the  students  back  on  the  campus.  Thus  the 
compromise ! 

At  this  particular  time,  with  the  reformer  on  one  hand 
and  the  bomb-thrower  on  the  other,  we  believe  it  would  be 
well  for  all  serious-minded  persons  to  ponder  the  step  taken 
by  Dean  Flickinger;  and  to  mark  the  value  it  should  have 
toward  bringing  the  extremist  to  a  point  of  blessed 
moderation. 

It  is  interesting  to  learn  that  Ohio  State  University  stu- 
dents have  had  the  Wilce  system  of  football  introduced  into 
their  course  of  studies.  This  system,  which  has  been  prac- 
tised at  Ohio  State  during  the  last  eight  years. 
RELATIVE  calls  for  one  hour  of  class-room  work  each  week. 
VAIiUES        But  whether  it  has  been  found  popular  in  this 

respect,  we  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain;  nor 
do  we  quite  approve  the  idea,  much  less  believe  that  it  can 
lead  to  any  definite  good. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  might  prove  decidedly  awkward; 
as,  with  such  an  innovation  to  support  them,  it  would  be 
hard  to  deny  the  claimants  for  other  sports.  Tet  to  grant 
one  other  a  place  in  the  lecture  schedule  would  detract  from 
the  educational  value  of  the  college.  Doubts  assail  us,  there- 
fore, as  we  contemplate  the  course  adopted  by  Ohio  State. 
Not  because  we  are  trying  to  pose  as  "high-brows,"  nor  that 
we  look  with  disfavor  upon  the  athletic  side  of  student  life. 
Far  from  it.  We  are  always  Jubilant  over  the  triumphs  of 
our  brothers  along  these  lines,  recognizing  them  as  a  part  of 
the  college  atmosphere.  But  as  subjects,  they  should  be  kept 
distinct  from  things  of  an  educational  nature;  and  any  at- 
tempt to  place  the  two  interests  upon  a  basis  of  equal  im- 
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portance  would  mean  an  injustice  to  both  the  student  and 
his  college. 

So  apart  from  their  physical  benefits,  or  the  mental  relief 
which  variety  is  known  to  ayord,  athletic  feats  count  naught 
in  student-life.  But  as  adjuncts  they  are  useful.  Then  the 
matter  of  their  treatment  should  be  reserved  for  the  "gym," 
the  stadium,  or  the  track,  and  not  where  it  may  conflict  with 
the  aims  of  learning. 

With  further  reference  to  athletics  and  their  place,  we  are 
minded  to  speak  of  Alpheus  Geer,  a  New  York  silk  manu- 
facturer, who  advocates  boxing  as  an  antidote  to  crime.     Mr. 

Geer  bases  his  reform  theories,  no  doubt,  in 
MUSCLE  AND  the  belief  that  a  healthy  body  insures  a 
THE  MAN  healthy   mind. 

Which  theory  has  no  foundation  in  fact. 
That  some  of  the  foremost  characters  of  history  were  either 
persons  of  deformed  bodies  or  delicate  constitutions,  there 
is  abundant  evidence  to  show.  Consequently,  Mr.  Geer  must 
limit  himself  to  the  social  side  of  the  question;  and  on  this 
his  view  and  ours  are  seriously  divergent,  especially  with 
reference  to  boxing. 

By  reason  of  the  punishment  which  it  inflicts,  this  sport 
develops  a  person's  baser  instincts,  and,  as  a  spectacle,  is 
enjoyed  by  a  lower  order  of  man.  If  you  doubt  the  truth  of 
this,  then  visit  a  ring-side.  There  you  may  descry  some 
agreeable  countenances,  but  on  the  whole  they  are  of  a  brutish 
cast,  such  as  marks  the  hardened  criminal  or  him  who  is 
acquainted  with  temptation. 

Now,  we  do  not  seek  to  discourage  athletics.  As  stated, 
we  believe  in  all  healthful  sports,  so  long  as  they  do  not 
interfere  with  one's  class  work.  What  we  do  object  to  is  an 
exaggerated  idea  of  their  importance  and  a  purely  faddish 
conception  of  "red  blood." 

For  three  months  of  each  year,  Saint  Elmo  Hall,  the  home 
of  Delta  Phi  fraternity  at  the  University  of  Virginia,  is  to 
be  used   as  a   "Spanish   House,"    where   only  the   purest  of 

Castilian  dialect  will  be  spoken.  In  the  selection 
WHY?      of  a   house,  we  daresay  Saint  Elmo  Hall  answers 

every  need  of  the.  case;  but  in  choosing  an  alien 
tongue,  we  wonder  why  Spanish  has  been  given  the  prefer- 
ence over  French,  a  language  more  generally  spoken  and  by 
those  with  whom  the  War  has  brought  us  into  closer  rela- 
tions.    We  should  like  to  be  informed.

No  question  is  subject  to  more  debate  than  that  which, 
for  want  of  a  better  term,  has  been  so  lon^  and  popularly- 
known  as  "rushing."     In  truth,  the  practice  is  now  become 

so  integral  a  part  of  student-life,  that  some 
'CRUSHING** —  of  our  foremost  educators  have  been  led  to 
THE  TIME  a  discussion  of  its  merits.     These  gentlemen, 

it  seems,  are  interested  not  so  much  in  the 
methods  of  "rushing"  as  in  the  time  of  their  employment. 
They  argue  that  there  should  be  a  fixed  season  for  the  prac- 
tice, and  further,  that  it  should  be  subject  to  certain  rules 
and  regulations. 

To  which  we  agree,  in  part.  Few  things  can  run  on  their 
own  momentum.  That  there  must  be  a  check  no  one  will 
deny.  But  in  selecting  members  for  a  Greek-letter  society, 
there  is  a  difference  of  view  on  the  stopping-point.  This  is 
apparent  from  the  many  systems  in  vogue.  For  example,  at 
Adelbert  College  of  Western  Reserve  University;  Amherst; 
Lafayette;  Iowa  State  College;  the  universities  of  DePauw; 
Miami;    Michigan,  and   others,  pre-college   "rushing"   obtains. 

Where  "rushing"  takes  place  early  in  the  semester  are: 
the  universities  of  California,  Colgate  and  Purdue.  At  Brown; 
the  University  of  Illinois;  Kansas,  and  a  dozen  or  so  more, 
rushing"  is  forbidden  until  after  registration;  while  at  Yale 
the  practice  is  not  permitted  until  the  sophomore  year. 

From  this,  it  may  be  seen  that  in  the  greater  number  of 
cases  "rushing"  is  made  a  subject  of  early  disposition.  Such 
a  tendency  we  oppose  on  the  grounds  that  intensive  campaign 
work  bids  to  alienate  the  rushee  from  his  studies,  Instead 
of  leaving  him  to  accept  the  matter  of  affiliation  as  one  which 
he  may  take  his  own  good  time  to  debate.  A  like  view  holds 
toward  any  other  given  season. 

The  mere  act  of  matriculation  should  stand  as  a  proof 
of  sincerity,  and  until  something  happens  to  discredit  the  in- 
ference, we  maintain  that  the  faculty  has  no  right  to  exercise 
an  authority  beyond  that  which  relates  to  one's  conduct  as  a 
student.  We  mean  "conduct"  in  the  sense  that  one's  scholas- 
tic record  shall  be  Joined  with  a  proper  respect  for  the 
institution  and  its  standards.  After  that,  a  student  should 
be  granted  absolute  freedom  in  the  strictly  personal  matters 
of  life.  Among  these  is  his  right  to  take  up  at  will  the  sub- 
ject of  Greek-letter  fraternalism. 

This  is  our  conviction;  and  although  we  may  seem  a  bit 
radical,  we  hold  that  "pledging"  should  be  in  force  at  any 
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time  from  the  moment  of  registration  until  the  close  of  the 
final  exercises. 

Next  to  the  "time"  is  the  question  of  the  rushee.  H^re, 
too,  a  difference  of  opinion  exists,  though  it  is  safe  to  say 
that  The  Rainbow  of  Delta  Tau  Delta  has  voiced  a  well- 
recognized  fact  when  it  says  that  a  "f rater- 
"RUSHING" —  nity  is  generally  informed  about  a  man  be- 
THE  MAN  fore  he  enters  college." 

But  The  Rainbow  seemingly  overlooks 
those  rare  cases,  when,  in  the  absence  of  any  previous  knowl- 
edge, a  student  is  accepted  merely  on  the  strength  of  his 
general  appearance.  This  is  a  poor  rule,  of  course,  as  looks 
are  often  deceptive,  and  in  no  instance  should  they  be  made 
to  substitute  the  high  qualities  so  necessary  to  the  upbuild^ 
ing  of  a  fraternity. 

It  is  on  this  and  certain  other  phases  of  the  subject  that 
the  Journal  will  publish  a  series  of  articles  written  by  those 
most  conversant  with  all  the  essential  features  of  Greek-letter 
fraternalism.  But  Just  when  the  first  of  these  contributions 
will  appear,  it  has  not  yet  been  determined.  That  it  will  be 
sometime  in  the  near  future,  however,  our  readers  may  feel 
assurd.  So  we  would  advise  them  to  watch  every  issue  of 
the  Journal.     A  treat  is  in  store. 

As  a  habit,  we  do  not  approve  of  reference  to  the  Bible. 
Not  because  we  doubt  it  as  the  source  of  truth,  but  because 
its  too  frequent  mention  sounds  irreverent.     There  are  times, 

however,  when  things  recorded  in  the  Scrip- 
FEAR  OF  tures   so   closely   parallel    the   happenings  of 

THE  C3ROWD  life,  that  we  cannot  help  but  draw  an  illus- 
tration. Take,  for  example,  the  following 
case.  When  told  of  Christ's  ascension,  Pontius  Pilate  enjoined 
his  guards  to  say  that  the  body  had  been  stolen  from  its 
tomb.  It  was  not  enough  that  he  should  have  stifled  his 
conscience,  but  then  he  must  blind  his  people  to  the  truth. 
Yet  Pontius  Pilate  was  not,  at  heart,  a  bad  man.  He  was 
merely  one  of  those  whose  sense  of  justice  is  not  as  strong 
as  a  popular  clamor. 

So  it  is  with  the  average  man.  Fearful  of  what  the  "crowd" 
will  say,  he  is  ready  to  let  "well  enough"  alone.  He  can 
even  hear  an  aged  hero  mocked,  or  see  a  retiring  president 
turned  to  scorn.  In  his  heart  may  burn  resentment,  but  his 
lips  can  frame  no  protest.     It  was  such  cowardice  as  his  that 
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felled  the  mighty  Caesar,  though  it  could  not  bring  an  end 
to  Caesar;  for  there  was  Anthony  to  avenge  the  stricken 
ruler,  jiist  as  there  was  Paul  to  spread  the  gospel  of  his 
Master. 

But  such  characters  are  few.  We  note  this  again  in  the 
case  of  our  Saviour.  Though  followed  by  thousands,  only 
three  persons  kept  vigil  at  his  tomb.  A  small  number,  though 
ample  to  redeem  a  world  in  which  the  great  Woolsey  has 
since  regretted  hat  he  had  not  served  his  God  with  half 
the  zeal  he  served  his  king. 

It  is  then  easy  to  see  how  one  may  fall  a  victim  to  the 
world's  censure.  What  seems  hard  to  understand  is  how 
that  same  man  may  live  to  vindicate  himself.  Even  his 
friends  may  have  deserted  him.  Like  Pontius  Pilate,  they 
may  have  deemed  him  guiltless,  yet  they  dared  to  hurl  de- 
fiance at  the  "crowd."  They  had  rather  let  one  man  be  sac- 
rificed than  hazard  the  good-will  of  the  many.  As  if,  in 
the  Universal  scheme,  one  soul  does  not  count  just  as  much 
as  millions! 

But  this  thought  does  not  enter  at  the  moment.  Other- 
wise, the  doubting  juror  would  not  yield;  scandal  could  not 
gain  its  awful  headway;  remorse  would  be  a  thing  unfelt. 
As  it  is,  the  numbers  rule.  To  them  a  man  surrenders  his 
convictions,  delivers  over  a  fellow  creature.  This  he  does, 
though  told  that  he  refiects  the  image  of  his  Maker! 

Fancy  then  what  terror  must  have  gripped  the  wavering 
Pilate,  when,  above  the  tumult  of  the  frenzied  crowd,  he 
heard  a  voice  cry:   "Truly,  this  was  the  Son  of  God!" 

Coming  back  to  the  more  commonplace  subjects  of  life, 
we  are  led  to  remark  that  the  man  who  parades  his  mem- 
bership in  a  fraternity  is  not  a  typical  fraternity  man.     The 

typical  fraternity  man  is  a  gentleman,  and 
GREEKS  AND  a  gentleman  is  dignified,  never  pompous. 
GREEKS  The  braggart,  on  the  other  hand,  is  not  only 

pompous,  but  he  is  servile.  We  note  this 
by  his  leaning  to  prominent  persons;  his  desire  to  join  a 
certain  club,  and,  when  admitted  there,  his  efforts  to  debar 
the  next  man. 

Offensive  to  the  core,  yet  he  does  not  want  for  energy.  He 
is  usually  a  pedigree-hound;  and  though  his  name  may  begin 
with  the  letter  "Z,"  he  sees  that  it  heads  the  published  list. 
No,  gentle  reader;  such  a  creature  is  not  a  typical  "fraternity 
man,"  nor  any  other  kind  of  man.     If  one  is  afraid  to  stand 
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on  hlB  own  merits,  he  should  take  refuge  behind  a  soap  box. 
We  specify  the  object,  because  it  would  not  take  anything 
larger  to  hide  any  one  so  small. 

Suspended  for  a  period  of  eleven  months  is  the  penalty 
imposed  upon  two  Yale  students  for  violation  of  the  fra- 
ternity "chinning"  rules.    This  is  rather  hard  on  the  students, 

but  when  one  recalls  the  frequent  warnings 
PIE  CRUST  against  their  offense,  the  punishment  seems 
RUUSS  only  adequate.     It  also  stands  to  reason  that 

those  who  violate  a  rule  would  not  hesitate  to 
break  a  promise.  So  to  keep  such  persons  in  check  it  re- 
quires something  harsher  than  the  mere  reprimands  of  an 
honor"  system.     Perhaps  Tale  has  solved  the  problem.

In  an  article  designed  to  extoll  the  post-collegiate  advan- 
tages of  Greek-letter  fraternalism,  the  author  quotes  Chas. 
M.   Schwab   as  saying:    "Neither   knowledge   of   the   classics, 

nor  mathematical  proficiency,  can  be  converted 
TO  BE  RE-     overnight  into  a  marketable  commodity." 
MEMBERED       We   have   expressed,   substantially,   the   same 

thought.  Still,  we  must  not  overlook  the  fact 
that  the  birthplace  of  Greek-letter  fraternalism  is  in  the  col- 
lege, the  only  spot  on  earth  where  the  rudiments  of  education 
may  be  safely  and  sanely  acquired.  Another  thing  to  be 
borne  in  mind  is  that  colleges  and  fraternities  are  so  corre- 
lated, that  we  cannot  underestimate  the  value  of  one  with- 
out detracting  from  the  benefits  of  the  other. 

Under  the  leadership  of  N.    M.    McKnight,   editor  of  The 
Spectator,   Columbia   University;    Frank   R.   Reade,   editor  of 
College  Topics,  University  of  Virginia,  and  others,  a  move- 
ment  is  on   foot   to   organize   a   Southern 
QUESTIONABLE    intercollegiate  newspaper  association.     Al- 
ready about   fourteen   college  publications 
have  signified  their  intention  of  becoming 
members  of  the  association,  while  not  a   few  publishers  of 
sorority  organs  have  expressed  a  like  desire. 

The  object  of  the  move,  or  the  benefit  to  be  derived  there- 
from, is  not  made  clear  in  the  news  article.  On  its  face, 
however,  the  idea  would  seem  to  be  fn  line  with  most  cen- 
tralization projects;  yet  when  one  reflects  that  the  present 
points  of  distribution  are  either  located  in  or  near  the  zone 
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proposed,  the  question  of  territory  becomes  negligible,  and 
the  whole  move  looks  like  an  attempt  to  control  college 
thought. 

Of  course,  such  is  not  the  case.  Yet  in  point  of  sem- 
blance there  is  the  same  grounds  for  protest  as  in  the  sec- 
tional tone  conveyed.  But  it  is  to  neither  of  these  things 
that  we  object.  We  are  rather  concerned  with  the  purely 
"human"  side  of  the  question,  holding  that  the  facilities 
offered  by  another  town  cannot  replace  the  sentiments  which 
attach  to  the  old  familiar  stand.  We  say  this,  because  the 
matter,  to  our  mind,  is  in  no  sense  of  the  word  a  commercial 
one,  and  to  keep  it  in  a  separate  sphere,  we  object  to  any 
change  from  the  present  policy.

'THE  PROOF  OF  THE  PUDDING" 

What  m^ay  be  regarded  as  something  novel  in  fraternity 
affairs  is  disclosed  in  the  financial  gain  made  by  Indiana  Alpha, 
who,  co-operating  with  its  alumni  during  the  last  five  years, 
foresaw  the  advantage  to  be  derived  from  living  within  a  fixed 
budget.  As  a  result,  the  expense  of  running  the  House  was  one 
thousand  dollars  less  than  had  been  anticipated,  and  the  Alumni 
Association  was  enabled  to  return  $24,84  to  each  member  who 
spent  the  full  year  in  the  House.  Those  who  remained  in  the 
House  only  a  part  of  the  year  were  reimbursed  pro-rata. 

Moreover,  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  has  been  set  aside 
for  improvements  on  the  House,  so  that  the  opening  of  the 
college  session  sees  it  almost  entirely  refurnished.  The  funds 
for  this  purpose  were,  of  course,  accumulated  in  the  budget  ac- 
counts during  the  last  five  years,  demonstrating  again  the  value 
of  the  system  now  employed  by  Indiana  Alpha. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  statement,  coming  from  the  Alumni 
Association  of  Indiana  Alpha,  may  act  as  an  inspiration  to  other 
chapters;  and  that  they  will  recognize  the  advantage  of  co- 
operation between  the  two  bodies,  and,  most  particularly,  the 
benefit  to  be  reaped  from  adhering  to  a  well-planned  budget. 
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The  following  is  the  letter  sent  out  by  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion with  the  refund: 

August  9,  1 92 1. 

To   the   Members   of   the    Local    Chapter: 

The  school  year  1920-21  was  so  successfully  managed  from 
a  financial  standpoint,  as  far  as  our  fraternity  was  concerned, 
that  we  find  we  are  able  at  this  time  to  rebate  each  active  mem- 
ber a  certain  part  of  what  he  paid  to  the  fraternity. 

The  expenditures  of  the  organization  were  practically  $1,000 
less  than  was  anticipated  in  the  annual  budget  and  since  there 
were  forty  to  forty-one  members  in  the  house  during  the  year 
we  are  able  to  return  $24.84  tor  each  member  who  spent  the  full 
year  in  the  house.  Those  who  were  there  for  only  part  of  a  year 
are  being  remitted  to  on  a  pro'  rata  basis.  Your  check  is  here- 
with enclosed. 

We  are  t^ld  that  this  procedure  is  entirely  an  innovation 
in  fraternity  life;  that  it  has  not  been  done  before,  and  we  trust 
you  will  recognize  in  it  the  splendid  success  which  comes  from 
co-operation  by  alumni  and  local  members  and  the  advantages 
of  living  within  a  definite  budget. 

You  will  be  pleased  to  learn  that  between  $2,500  and  $3,000 
is  being  spent  in  the  chapter  house  this  summer,!  and  that  furni- 
ture, hangings,  decorations,  etc..  will  all  be  new  and  beautiful 
when  school  opens.  The  money  for  such  refurnishing  has  been 
accumulated  for  such  purpose  in  the  budget  accounts  over  the 
last  five  years,  so  once  again  the  value  ofi  our  system  is  demon- 
strated. 

Trusting  that  you,  if  now  an  alumnus,  will  often  return  to 
the  chapter  house,  and  if  an  undergraduate  will  come  back  in 
the  fall,  with  renewed  energy  to  successfully  complete  your  uni- 
versity career  with  honor  to  yourself  and  the  fraternity,  we  re-

Editorials

The  trouble  with  most  people  is  that  they  attach  too  much 
importance  to  a  phrase,  yrhich,  in  itself,  counts  for  just  about 

as  little  as  the  dog  who  "speaks  his  mind"  to 
SLOGANS  the  moon.    And  yet  they  keep  on:  one  cheat- 

ing the  world  of  sleep,  the  other  ruining  every 
statement  with  a  quotation  or  bon  mot  of  their  own  dull  making. 

Fancy,  then,  our  irritation  when  we  watch  certain  persons 
decorate  their  walls  with  mottoes — a  few  of  them  interesting 
as  specimens  of  antique  wit;  others  so  vulgar  as  to  bring  dis- 
credit upon  their  owners.  But,  of  course,  the  owners  would  deny 
any  intention  of  being  obscene  with  the  same  vigor  as  they 
would  disclaim  a  sense  of  affectation.  These  little  signs— dis- 
played on  Monk-kraft  or  Kewpie  kids — simply  create  a  false  but 
harmless  setting,  and,  therefore,  they  like  them. 

But  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  does  not.  If  the  Heart,  so  pregnant 
with  meaning,  does  not  inspire  a  Brother,  then  •  nothing  else 
will  answer.  Mottoes  and  figurines  bespeak  about  as  much  sin- 
cerity as  the  published  donations  to  a  charity  fund. 

The  next  question  concerns  the  extent  to  which  our  affilia- 
tions should  enter  into  the  every  day  affairs  of  life.     We  pro- 
pound this  because,  except  for  the  presence  of 
HOW  PAR?        an  emblem,  it  would  seem  that  chance  plays 

the  greatest  part  in  the  recognition  of  Brothers. 
Even  then  the  relationship  is  too  often  acknowledged  by  a  mere 
outward  show  of  feeling,  which  the  principals  regard  it  as  their 
duty  to  express. 

For  this  apparent  indifference  a  Brother  is  not  always  to 
blame.  He  may  be  so  hedged  by  affairs  of  the  moment  that 
even  his  effort  at  cordiality  marks  a  loyaltyi  for  which  he  should 
be  applauded.  But  in  no  case  does  he  merit  the  censure  which 
should  be  dealt  the  one,  who,  on  the  feeblest  pretext,  stands 
eager  to  proclaim  his  affiliations;  for  although  such  an  impulse 
may  be  in  tune  with  certain  natures,  there  is  no  reason  to  sus- 
pect that  loud-voiced  enthusiasm  serves  a  hidden  end. 

Such  an  offense,  to  our  mind,  represents  the  deepest  abuse 
of  the  true  Hellenic  spirit;  because  when  one  seeks  to  exploit 
his  fraternity,  he  either  proves  that  he  was   morally  unfit  to 
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accept  its  vows,  or  that  he  has  grossly  misinterpreted  the  ideals 
on  which  its  rests.  A  fraternity  is  founded  primarily  upon  its 
bid  for  justice,  and  when  one  lays  claim  to  preference  on  the 
ground  of  his  membership  in  a  Greek-letter  society,  he  is  seek- 
ing an  unfair  advantage  of  another,  an  act  in  conflict  with  all 
the  basic  principles  of  a  reputable  organization. 

More  than  that,  he  is  injuring  his  fraternity.  Mystic  in  form 
and  with  symbols  to  impress  its  truths,  the  Greek-letter  society, 
while  striving  for  practical  ends,  is,  nevertheless,  a  thing  of  ab- 
stract quality,  and  should  be  kept  free  from  the  drab  influences 
of  contemporary  life. 

So  the  question  repeats  itself.  But  the  answer  is  not  an  easy 
one.  The  Journal  bejieves,  however,  that  the  whole  matter 
rests  on  individual  sincerity,  the  kind  that  keeps  one  Brother 
on  the  akct  to  recognize  anoth^er,  and,  if  needs  be,  to  further 
the  latter's  interests. .  But  if  these  descend  from  the  purely 
sentimental  stage  to  the  unwholesome  pitch  of  commercial  or 
political  gain,  then  the  matter  resolves  itself  down  to  a  trans- 
action of  men,  and  has  nothing  in  common  with  the  spirit  which 
brought '  them — ^and  'should  bring  all  other  fraternity  men — 
together  on  terms  of  cordiality  and  good  will. 

Have  you  seen  Pi  Beta  Phi's  June  issue  of  the  arrow?  It 
goes  straight  to  the  heart!     No  kidding;  for  the  chapter-groups 

represented  in  this  issue  are  sufficient  unto 
LET'S  Ziegfeld.     Which  does  not  mean  that  we  are

Us,  Pretty  Maiden,  Are  There  Any  More  at  School  Like  You.

whether  there  are  actually  seditious  in  their 
character,  newspaper  accounts  do  not  inform  us.  At  any  rate, 
they  were  sufficiently  violent  to  lead  Mr.  Hy.  J.  Ryan,  chairman 
of  the  American  Legion's  Committee,  to  call  a  meeting  of  all 
bodies  doing  Americanization  work. 
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As  an  organization,  we  have  little  to  fear  from  the  preach- 
ments of  these  malcontents  ,but  lest  some  member  should  come 
under  their  baleful  influence,  we  cannot  urge  a  too  rigid  adher- 
ence to  the  vows  in  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.  They  act  as  a  bulwark 
against  the  forces  of  evil. 

Every  now  and  then  fraternities  come  in  for  a  round  of  un- 
pleasant publicity.     One  of  the  latest  instances  is  that  of  the 

fraternities  represented  at  Tulane  University, 
FOOD  FOR  where,'  it  is  said,  the  automatic  water-coolers. 
THB  ENBMY.    designed  for  the  Saturday  night  functions  of 

the  Greeks,  has  been  used  for  the  distillation 
of  "hootch." 

Though  the  case  is  regrettable,  yet  in  a  land  where  some 
of  the  nominally  "best"  people  even  boast  of  the  ingenuity 
with  which  they  violate  the  {prohibition  laws,  it  seems  rather 
hard  that  a  small  body  of  fraternity  men  should  be  made  the 
subjects  of  nation-wide  publicity.  Human  nature  is  essentially 
the  same;  and,  while  we  claim  that  fraternity  men  will  measure 
up  to,  if  not  exceed,  in  morals  the  general  run  of  their  fellows, 
we  must  not  be  shocked  when  we  discover  a  few,  who,  perhaps 
led  by  a  spirit  of  adventure,  disregard  one  of  our  most  commonly 
violated  liws.

F.  J.  LeBEAU. 

In  the  death  of  F.  J.  LeBeau,  which  occurred  at  Lafayette. 
Indiana,  on  May  30,  of  this  year,  Sigrma  Phi  Epsilon  has  suffered 
another  loss  from  the  ranks  of  its  honored  members. 

The  son  of  Doctor  LeBeau,  he  was  born  in  1887,  in  Saint  Louis, 
Mo.,  whither  his  forefathers,  native-born  Frenchmen,  had  emi- 
grated at  an  early  period  in  the  history  of  that  city.  After  gradu- 
ating from  Saint  Louis  University,  where  also  he  had  achieved 
notable  success  in  football.  Brother  LeBeau  entered  Purdue,  from 
which  institution  he  was  graduated  in  191 1.  He  then  entered  the 
employ  of  the  Esterline  Company,  manufacturers  of  electrical  sup- 
plies. Two  years  later  he  became  connected  with  the  Standard 
Underground  Cable  Company.  It  was  while  on  a  leave  of  absence 
from  this  company  that  he  died.  His  widow,  who  was  Miss  Marie 
Korty,  of  Lafayette,  Indiana,  together  with  a  brother  and  a  sister, 
are  his  nearest  surviving  relatives. 

As  a  student,  Brother  LeBeau  gained  distinction  through  his 
attention  to  detail,  a  characteristic  marked  even  in  his  person,  and 
which  won  for  him  the  reputation  of  being  the  "best-dressed"  man 
in  the  class  of  191 1.  It  was  at  this  time  that  he  contributed  so 
largely  to  the  success  of  the  Harlequin,  Purdue's  amateur  theatrical 
organization. 

Than  Brother  LeBeau,  few  men  have  taken  more  interest  in 
their  fraternity,  or  shown  more  enthusiasm  over  its  growth.  He 
was  an  officer  of  the  local  chapter  throughout  the  four  years  of 
his  college  career;  during  which  time  he  guarded  the  honor  of 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  with  the  same  zeal  as  he  would  have  done  that 
of  his  family's  name.    Such  men  are  hard  to  replace  1 
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
